The £1.65 
million variable energy cyclotron 
seen here nearing completion at 
the Atomic Energy Research Es¬ 
tablishment in Berkshire, southern 
England, was designed, constructed 
and commissioned by the Ruther¬ 
ford High Energy Laboratory of 
the Science Research Council. 

One of the most versatile atomic 
research tools in the world, it will, 
in a matter of hours, be able to 
tell scientists just how a given 


material—steel, concrete, graphite 
—will be altered after 30 year’s 
use in the intense radiation of the 
nuclear power plant. 

Design work began four years 
ago, together with research and 
development on a wide range of 
components. The whole equipment 
mainly supplied by Marcono Ltd., 
of Chelmsford, England, is con¬ 
tained in a concrete vault having 
walls 8 feet thick with a 4-foot- 
thick roof.

The Recreation By-Law 


MAY 29th 


Resident county ratepayers in the proposed Vul¬ 
can Recreation Area will vote on the “Recreation By¬ 
law” May 16. The outcome of this vote will decide 
whether or not the County of Vulcan and the Town 
of Vulcan will co-operate in the operation of a recrea¬ 
tion area for this district, with a joint board and joint 
programs. 

The town by-law has already been passed, making 
all rateable property in the town subject to a one 
mill tax for recreation purposes, but will be inopera¬ 
tive unless the county by-law is approved, as the suc¬ 
cessful operation of such a recreation area requires 
full co-operation between town and country. 

Surely if recreation areas for the Champion, Lom¬ 
ond and Milo districts have gained the approval of 
residents of those districts, a recreation area for the 
Vulcan district should also gain approval. Any fear 
that funds raised by means of the one mill recreation 
levy would be used for building a recreation centre in 
Vulcan should be dispelled by the Recreation Centre 
Committee’s statement in their advertisement in both 
last week’s and this week’s issue of the Advocate. 

Recreation funds will be used to develop and en¬ 
courage recreation programs within the entire area 
and will be administered by a- responsible, seven- 
member board. 

Let’s keep in step with the rest of the county and 
the rest of the province by approving the formation 
of the Vulcan Recreation Area. A vote “for” the by¬ 
law is a vote for progress.

The Vulcan and District Recreation Centre and the proposed Vulcan 
Recreation Area are two separate entities. The former has been in existence 
for several years and its only purpose is to build and help maintain a com¬ 
munity centre-recreation complex over future years for Vulcan and district. 

Although an amendment to the Cultural Development Act states that 
money may be expended “for capital works related to a recreation program 
within the municipality or to a joint recreation program,” there is no thought 
by 7116 Vulcan Dis tric t Recreation Centre committee that any or all money 
collected by the Vulcan Recreation Area be channelled into the construction 
of the proposed Vulcan recreation centre building. It is however, hoped that 
the administration committee of the Vulcan Recreation Area will see fit to 
assist in yearly overhead and maintenance costs of such a building or buildings. 

The Vulcan and District Recreation Centre has been instrumental in pro¬ 
moting establishment of a recreation area for this district. Following the policy 
advocated by the Provincial Government Recreation Branch, Lomond, Cham¬ 
pion and Milo already have recreation areas. 

If this by-law is passed, a levy of one mill for town and rural pro¬ 
perty owners would be assessed annually and this money would be administered 
by a seven member board. On this board would be four representatives appointed 
by the County Council and three members appointed by Town Council. It is 
likely that the Recreation Board would be composed of one member of the 
town council and two other town residents recommended to the town council for 
appointment to the Board, and one member of the county council and three 
other residents of the rural part of the recreation area who would be appointed 
to the Board by the County Council. The seven-member Board would probably 
include one or two women members. All requests for annual financial assistance 
from organizations concerned with recreation would be submitted to this 
committee. 

Money collected would be used to help organizations develop and encour¬ 
age recreation programs within the area and to help meet overhead costs of 
eligible groups. 

Establishment of a Vulcan Recreation Area will provide the machinery 
for governmental assistance both financial and through help of appointed recrea¬ 
tion officers presently stationed in key centres of the province. 

In the future it is possible to envisage a full time recreation director 
being located at Vulcan to serve the area and through development of this 
recreation theme, part of his salary is paid by the provincial government. This 
is only one example of such possible assistance.
